Mr. Camp- 


bell very calmly answered in the affir- 
mative, and added that he could prove 
them and much more, if he or Major 
Eaton dared to put him to the trial. 
At 


the same time Mr. Campbell denoun- 
ced Dr. Ely, as guilty of treachery in 
the manner he had brought up the dif- 
ference, when he knew no good could 
come of iu 


The history of the Cabinet meeting, 


and the interviews of Major Eaton and 
his wife with Mr. Campbell, in the 
presence of Col. Towson, and in the 
study of the clergyman, where and 
when the Major threatened personal 
chastisement, all necessarily and natu- 
rally raised a tremendous excitement a- 
ivsong us, during which many persons 
voluntarily tendered themselves as wit- 
nesses to sustain the statements of Mr. 
Campbell. 
This affair wound up by 


the President's withdrawing from the 
church, and compelling his amiable fa- 
mily lo do so too, against their own 
wills. 
The ladies lingered behind a 


Sabbath day, but at last yielded to in- 
exorable authority. 


In a short time Major Eaton, v/ho 


had so bravely threatened to make war 
on a clergyman, mustered up courage 
to question Col. Towson as to his con- 
duct, not exempting his highly amia- 
ble and universally beloved lady from 
his menaces. This attempt involved 
a correspondence terminating much to 
the prejudice of the Major. 
For the 


authenticity of this item, L refer to the 
correspondence itself, and the testimo- 
ny of the honorable representative in 
Congress who was the medium of 
communication between the principals. 


The succession of defeats in all these 


demonstrations, of the President and 
his pet, Eaton, chafed ihe General so 
much, that in January, 1830, he com- 
missioned a member of Congress to 
bear a message to Ingham, Branch and 
Berrien, inviting them to resign, unless 
they did forthwith make their respects 
to Mrs. Eaton. They answered that 
they should enter inio no stipulations 
affecting their private relations. 
The 


next clay the same member of Congress 
was deputed lo inform ihose gentle- 
men that if they did not immediately 
- 
j 


surrender to the terms, they should be 
forthwith removed. 
The same answer 


was returned. Fortunately as was then 
supposed, some of the General's politi- 
cal friends interfered, and postponed 
the separation. 


Pending these events, it somehow 


became known to Mrs. Doneison and 
Miss Easton, ladies in the family of the 
President, that Mrs. Calhoun and other 
ladies had declined the acquaintance of 
Mrs. Eaton, who, on proper investiga- 
tion to satisfy themselves as to the ino- 
tive for so doing, resolved lo adopt 
their example. This being made known 
to the General, he demanded of them 
their reasons for slighting Mrs. Eaton, 
when he learned, for the first time, that 
Mrs. Calhoun had set the example 
which had been so generally imilaled. 
In the midst of his rage and deep mor- 
tification, the magician set his minions 
lo operate upon him ; am! it was not 
long before the scheme for the annihi- 
lation oi Mr. Caihoun was completed..

1 was one evening in company with 


several officers of the navy, when the 
conversation t u r n i n g upon t'ne then re- 
cent trial of Com.

Many incidents and personal ad- 


ventures growing out of t h a t service 
were related by several of the compa- 
ny, one of which arrested my attention 
so forcibly, that my memory lias re- 
tained the subject of the story distinct- 
ly, even after the lapse of several years. 
An officer, (a youth of about 20 years 
of age) after a momentary pause in the 
conversation, began, as nearly as I can

Several of you, doubtless, remember 


that fierce and indomitable pirate, Ma- 
nuel Cartucbo—capuned by Stribbling 
on one of his boat expeditions. 
Carr, 


who left us just at this moment, was 
present at the fight, and I think told 
me saved his life. 
When the boats 


boarded the piratical schooner, which 
the pirates had run upon the rocks du- 
ring the chase on the cojst of Cuba, 
those who were not shot down leaped 
from the vessel to the rocks, and made 
their way into the woods under a heavy 
fire from our seumen. 
Manuel fought 


like a lion, and was the last lo throw 
down his arms and uke lo (light. 
lie 


had tarried too long, however, to es- 
cape. 
Before he reached the bows oi 


the schooner, an old boatswain's mate 
was upon him. 
All hope of escape va- 


nishing, Manuel, as his last rescue in 
emergency, threw himself on his knees, 
and with uplifted hands, implored the 
interposition of the Holy Virgin.— 
"When I first saw them, says C. the old 
tar was picking his flint with his jack- 
knife, having apparently just snapped 
the piece, and proceeded to adjust the 
firelock with all the indifference imagi- 
nable—one extremity to his own braw- 
ny shoulder, and the other to the pi- 
rate's ear. 
I got up in time to throw

eral, brought u boat full maimed Irom 
a vessel in the Roads- 
This was sent 


in pursuit, and soon came up with us. 
We reached our schooner about two in 
the morning, worn out and exhausted 
with fatigue. 


The rest is very easily told. 
Manue! 


was not dead when we threw him over- 
board—the sudden plunge into the wa- 
ter soon revived the almost extinguish- 
ed vital spark—he revived, and swam 
ashore, about a mile! lie was pur- 
sued and taken by a parly of U. States' 
troops two days after, whom he resist- 
ed to the Usi—suffering several .shots 
to be fired befote he yielded, 
I con- 


veyed him lo the Norfolk prison, a- 
midst the shouts of assembled multi- 
tudes, and delivered the stern villain 
into the hands of justice. 
His throat 


was swollen and his face turgid—he 
could scarcely articulate, and when 
nuestioned by me pointed to his throat- 
i could have done so too w i t h as much 
propriety.

erto been held up to assist them, or to 
avert the blow which seems every day 
to threaten their destruction.

have, says he, a superabundant popula- 
tion, wi'th a limited territory; while 
each horse requires a greater quantity 
of land than would be sulVkient to sup 
port a man ! 
How extensive, then, will 


be the beneficial effects of withdrawing 
two-thirds of the horses, and appropri- 
ating the land required for them, to the 
raising of cattle, and to agricultural 
purposes. 
The Liverpool and Man- 


chester steam 
coaches have driven 


fourteen horse coaches off the road al- 
ready. 
Each of these coaches employ- 


ed twelve horses, there being three sta- 
ges, and a change of four horses each 
stage :—the total number of horses em- 
ploved was therefore 168. Each horse, 
it is calculated, consumes on an aver- 
age in pasturage, hay, corn, Sec. annual- 
ly, the produce of one acre and a h a l f . 
The whole number would thus consume 
the produce of 252 acres. 
Now, sup- 


pose "every man had his acre" upon 
which to rear his family, (which some 
politicians have deemed sufficient) the 
maintenance of 252 families is gained 
to the country by these steam coaches^ 
Taking the average number in a fami- 
ly at six, it will be seen, that the sub- 
sistence of 1512 individuals is thus ob- 
tained.

sing backwards towards his own coun- 
try. 
The following is a despatch from 


the Polish commander, enclosed in a 
letter from Warsaw, of May 2d. 


Extract of a teller\ dated 


W A us AW, May 2. 


We have had the Polish army attain 


at Milosna two miles distant from War- 
saw. 
The following is a despatch 


from Gen. Skraynecki :— 


"Gen. Diehiisch had concentrated a!l 


his forces, and, in person, at the head 
of his advanced guard, attacked on the 
25th our rear guard near Kufiew.— 
CoLDembinaki commanded the Polish 
troops in a battle of several hours, a- 
gainst the enemy's overwhelming force 
who had 18 pieces of cannon whilst the 
Poles had only -i pieces. 
The Russian 


Field Marshal endeavored to surround 
the Polish right wing with his main 
army. 
According to the p'an formed 


by Skrzynecki in the commencement of 
the campaign, he did not intend giving 
battle to the overwhelming force of the 
Russians in that part of the country, 
which, h appears, is not advantageous ; 
consequently he gave orders to the 
troops to retreat to Kostrzya, a retreat 
which was effected. 
Gen. Gielgud and 


part of Gen. Skrzynecki's corps form- 
ed a reserve guard at Minsk, which 
was attacked the following morning at 
11 o'clock. 
The enemy presented a 


great mass of infantry and cavalry, as 
well as a numerous artillery, but al! his 
attacks were repulsed, after a battle of 
several hours, which did all honor to 
Gen. Gielgud. 
Our loss was 3 officers, 


86 subalterns and privates, killed ; and 
8 officers, and 184 subalterns and pri- 
vates wounded. The enemy's loss, the 
General says, was far greater, from the 
well-directed fire of the Polish artille- 
ry. 
The General then mentions that 


he intended to have fought a battle al 
Denbe, if the enemy had offered ii, 
which seemed to be his intention, as his 
movements were not. to be accounted 
for on any other supposition ; yet, in 
the night of the 29th, the enemy began 
to retreat, followed by our vanguard, 
which took many prisoners. 
In the 


night of the 30th, Lieut. Sierawski, 
with 30 chasseurs, surprized and at- 
tacked the camp of a whole regiment 
of Cossacks, some of whom were killed, 
some made prisoners, and the remain- 
der dispersed in the forests. 
The de- 


tachments sent into the forests continu- 
ally bring in prisoners of the dispersed 
brigade.

tion, as Skryznecki never exaggerates, 
but keeps all his plans secret. 
It is 


said that he made a feigned retreat, Sc 
wished to bring the Russians to War- 
saw again, being a good position for a 
battle; but Diebitsch thought it better 
to follow him, and has now retreated 
faster than he advanced. 
It is believed 


that he wishes to get over the Bug a- 
gam ; but if he does, the Poles will at- 
tend him, they are now following him 
up. 


By another despatch from the Polish 


General, it appears that the defeat of 
Gen. Sierawski ["mentioned in our lastj 
was more disastrous to the Poles than 
had been supposed. 
The Polish loss 


is allowed by themselves to have been 
2000 men—but many of them, it is be- 
lieved, were only dispersed in 
the 


woods, or among the villages. 


It was reported at Warsaw on the 


1st of May, that the Russians had re- 
treated from Siediec, and leit there 10,- 
000 sick. 
The latest accounts say that 


Col. I.ewinski, who commands a sepa- 
rate detachment, has made himself 
master of Ocholenka, and totally de- 
feated the corps of Gen. Sacken, 
Die- 


bitsch is retreating with his whole ar- 
my to the Bug, over which river he 
has thrown bridges. 


The Warsaw Courier says, "All ihe 


accounts received in Warsaw agree 
thai the Russian army is retreating al ' 
all points." 


The London Courier of the 14in, 


states that authentic accounts of the 
retreat of the Russian army had been 
received. 


The motives assigned by Gen. Die- 


bitsch are, the warn oi provisions, an/1

The Commander-in-chief of 
the Polish army, upon the requisition 
of Field-Marshal Diebitsch, has con- 
sented to exchange him, but solely up- 
on the condition of receiving back the 
martyr of the good cause, Col. Severin 
Krzyzanowski, whom the Russians still 
retain in prison, contrary to the law of 
nations, and of all our constitutional 
guarantees.—Messenger Polonnis, May 2. 


The Prussian State Gazette, the Ger- 


man organ of the Russians, says : 


"The attack on Gen. Geilgucl's divi- 


sion near Minsk, proved particularly 
disastrous to the Russians ; not less so 
the unfortunate inhabitants, nearly the 
whole of the town having beeti burnt 
down. 


The RUSSIAN account of the ad- 


vance of their troops, and subsequent 
retreat, concludes as follows :— 


"As the army of the rebels has every 


where shown but little inclination to 
accept the battle which was offered to 
it; and the whole country, in which the 
Russian army is now, has already been 
the theatre of war, and is so entirely ex- 
hausted, that even a little straw is 
scarcely to be had, the Russian a r m y 
will return to its former positions, and 
in the sequel, when its subsistence has 
been secured for a long time, will find 
ineans to compel the rebels lo a battle 
which \vill decide the late of their 
country. 
The advance of the Russian 


army must have convinced the Poles, 
that their advantages obtained in the 
beginning of this month are not so de- 
cisive as the enthusiastic reports of 
their Journals represented them." 


The Hull paper, of May 7, says :— 


"Capt. Grenow, of the brig Sceptre, 
arrived here yesterday from Memel.— 
He reports that yesterday fortnight he 
was an eye-witness to a most severe 
contest, about 4 miles from the place, 
between a portion of the Russian army, 
attended by 1800 Cossacks, and the Li- 
thuanian peasantry armed with mus- 
kets, scythes, and other offensive wea- 
pons. 
Capt. Grenow states the battle 


to have been sanguinary. 
It ended in 


the complete deleat of the Russians.— 
An extensive forest protected the pea- 
santry, who, he states, fought most 
bravdy, and did great execution with 
their scythes." 


Defeat and flight of Dwernicki. 


The London Times of the 16th pub- 


lishes a postscript dated at 4 o'clock in 
the morning, announcing the receipt 
by an express from Paris of the papers 
of the preceding day viz: the 15th.— 
These are the latest advices. 
The de- 


feat of Dwernicki, and his retreat into 
Austria,and the surrender of his troops, 
is confirmed, as follows :— 


Letters from Vienna of the 6th in- 


stant, confirm the accounts of the dis- 
aster of General Dwcrnicki's corps, 
which was endeavoring to operate by 
a desperate coup de m/iin in Vulhynia.— 
Phis gallant officer, who was left expo- 
sed after General Sierawski's defeat to 
the combined attacks of the Russian 
Generals Rudiijer and Roth, had no al- 
ternative on the night of the 30th uli- 
on 1st inst- but to take refuge in Aus- 
trian 
Gaiacia, at Klebanowka, near 


Zharasz, whither he was pursued by 
the Russians, until a squadron of Aus- 
trian hussars interposed between the 
combatants, and enforced the neutrali- 
ty of their province. The Russians a- 
pologized, and retired. 
The Poles 


were to surrender iheir arms, and be 
cantoned wherever the Austrian Gov- 
ernment assigned them quarters. 


The following letter from Paris of 


May 14, (evening) gives the latest views 
upon this subject from the French cap- 
ital : 
PRIVATE 
CORRESPONDENCE. 


PARIS, Saturday Evening, May 14. 
The accounts received by the French 


government from the different Courts 
of Furope are entirely pacific. There 
will be a general amnesty throughout 
the Italian states for the parlies who 
were engaged in iheir political convul- 
sions, and even Russia, by the courier 
which arrived yesterday, promises mo- 
deration in extinguishing ihe insurrec- 
tion of Poland.

a longer space of t r a n q u i l i t y than they 
have allowed the inhabitants during the 
last year. 


PORTUGAL. 


Miguel has exhibited his utter folly 


and imbecility, as was necessarily ex- 
pected. 
An English squadron appear- 


ed off the Tagus on the 26th. 
On the 


day preceding, the English Consul Ge- 
neral received despatches by a steam- 
er, upon which he acted immediately; 
demanding on behalf of his govern- 
ment, that the Judge Conservator at O- 
porto, Caneiro and Sa, should be dis- 
missed, and the one elected by the resi- 
dent British merchants recognized,and 
the recognition officially 
published in 


the Lisbon Gazette; that the Captain 
of the Diana frigate, who detained the 
St. Helena Packet off Terceira, should 
be dismissed ; that several magistrates 
who have violated the rights of British 
subjects, should be dismissed, and oth- 
ers reprimanded ; that several soldiers 
should be punished, and their officers 
dismissed, for the same cause ; and that 
compensation should be made for vari- 
ous exactions at the custom-house, and 
also to a large amount in the nature of 
vindictive damages for u n l a w f u l arrests 
and detentions. 
The Consul was in- 


structed that the demands admitted of 
no modification or negotiation. 
All 


these demands, humiliating as they 
must have been to the arrogant but 
helpless tyrant, were speedily complied 
with ; and annunciations of the dismis- 
sal of the officers complained of, appear- 
ed in his own official Gazette on the 4th 
of May. 
He had been allowed exactly 


ten days for consideration. The Morn- 
ing Herald says— 


"At the first summons his dastard 


spirit sunk within him ; all the efforts 
of Count Bastos, a Minister of his guilty 
pleasures, and the empty parade of a 
few additional guns upon the Castle of 
Lisbon, could not reassure him ; and, 
before the expiration of the allotted 
time, Don Miguel surrendered at dis- 
cretion. 
This is a great triumph for 


English interests in Portugal, but un- 
fortunately, nothing for the general 
cause of humanity and liberty. 
Had 


the miscreant been more strongly ad- 
vised to resist, his obstinacy and his 
usurpation might have met with a 
common punishment ; but, as the mat- 
ter now stands, there is too much rea- 
son to fear that his cowardly tempori- 
zing will screen hi:n a little time long- 
er from a well-merited retribution, and 
subject Portugal still to his domina- 
tion. Something may. however, be ex- 
pected from the American and French 
squadrons, which have still their ac- 
counts to settle wiih him, and which 
are hovering about the mouth of the 
Tagus. With respect to ourselves, this 
victory can excite no exultation, for 
there is no honor in triumphing over a 
coward ; but it necessarily provokes 
feelings of surprize, indignation, and 
disgust, that an abominable rule, which 
is shaken thus easily, should be suffer- 
ed, by the tortuous politics of any Ad- 
ministration, to acquire such a consis- 
tence as that of Don Miguel has done. 


It would also appear that Miguel had 


complied with the demands of the 
French Government. 
The Messager 


des Chambers, of the 17th, says— 


The Finisterre Journal of Brest con- 


tains the following article :—"We learn 
from a source which may be deemed 
authentic, that Don Miguel has agreed 
lo give France the satisfaction and in- 
demnities she requires. 
This will suf- 


ficiently explain the suspension of the 
levy of marines ordered by the Minis- 
lev of the Naval Department, and prove 
to that Government that France shall 
be respected and obeyed every time she 
assumes an attitude worthy of herself.

eral places. 
A powder house about a 


league from the city, containing; 37,500 
pounds of powder, was struck and 
blown to atoms. 
The explosion shook 


the whole city like an earthquake.— 
The houses on the margin of the river 
felt the shock most, and every building 
received more or less injury. 
All the 


materials of the powder house were 
thrown to the distance of more than 
200 rods; the foundations were torn 
up, and not a tile or beam was left.— 
The woods in the immediate vicinity 
were swept down, and the largest trees 
lorn up by the roots. 
At a distance of 


sixteen or twenty rods from the maga- 
zine, a military guard was quartered, 
and although the building which they 
were in was greatly injured, particular- 
ly in the roof, not a bingle soldier suf- 
fered any material harm. 
Several cat- 


tle, which happened to be near, were 
killed. 


It is stated that since the opening of

Education in Poland — Every thing 


relating to this u n h a p p y country is in- 
teresting at the moment. 
From pub- 


lished tables, as we are informed by 
the London Quarterly Journal of Edu- 
cation, it appears that the University of 
Warsaw consists of five faculties — 
Theology (Catholic) 6 Professors, Law 
8, Physic and Mathematics 10, Medi- 
cine 10, Literature arid Arts 14. In 
1830 the University counted 750 stu- 
dents. 
It has an expensive observato- 


ry, a botanic garden, containing ten 
thousand plants, a zoological cabinet, a 
museum of ancient and modern works 
of art, medals, minerals. Sec. and a li- 
brary of one hundred and fifty thousand 
volumes. 
Such is the literary estab- 


lishment of a city of 80,000 inhabitants, 
in ignorant, enslaved Poland. 
What 


shall we say of the free and enlightened 
cities of the United States ! The Ly- 
ceums, Academies and Colleges of 
Warsaw contain 1613 pupils ; besides 
these there are schools for the Jews, the 
deaf and dumb, \he military profession, 
engineering, agriculture, science, Sec. 
There are eleven palatine schools in va- 
i-iotis parts of the kingdom, besides 
district schools, elementary schools, 
and Sunday schools for the poor; we 
presume in small number. 
Out of a 


population of four millions, there were 
forty thousand pupils in 1830, instruct- 
ed by 1756 professors and teachers, or 
only one in one hundred of the whole 
number of inhabitants. 
A committee 


of public instruction superintends these 
schools 


Another account states the number 


of pupils at only 28.000. 


Warsaw has twenty-eight journals, 


including newspapers and magazines ; 
and every palatinate has a newspaper 
in its chief town. 


Females are prepared to become in- 


structresses of Sunday schools for their 
own sex, under the direction of com- 
missioners. 


What Mules think of Railway convey-
